The Vosslsche Zeitung prin ts the 
following le tte r by Tolstoy, w ritten In 
1884, w ith the rem ark th a t it h as nev­ 
er before been published except In 
Russian, and that its value lies in the 
fa r t th a t as early as 1884 Tolstoy had 
about m ade up his mind to do w hat 
he did in IOU)—leave hom e an d live 
the life of a peasant.

In p a r t : 
“I am living in the country, involun­ 
tarily according to a new method. 
I 
go to bed early, get up early, wTtfe 
very little but work a g reat deal, e ith ­ 
e r m aking boots o r mowing hay. 
I see 
w ith joy (or possibly it only seems 
to me Uke joy) th a t there is som e­ 
thing up in my family. 
They do not 
condem n m e ; as a m a tte r of fact, they 
seem asham ed of them selves. 
"W hat m iserable c re atu res we are 
and bow we have all 
gone astray. 
T h ere a re a great m any of us here, 
my own children and the children of 
K usm insky, and nobody does a thing 
but gulp down food. 
They are all big 
and strong, yet they do nothing. 
Peo­ 
ple in the village are a t work. 
My 
children e a t and m ake th eir clothes 
and th eir rooms d irty and th at is all. 
E verything Is done for them by some 
body else, yet they do nothing for 
anybody.

Tehuelches of Patagonia Have Many 
of the Characteristics of North 
American Indiana. 


M a ny'are Hie strange and interest­ 
ing nut ive tribes that are found in tile 
Americas. 
Among the most Interest­ 
ing hi** the people of tile ostrich, who 
inhabit un almost us yet unknown 
country, and in language, aud char­ 
acter, ami race, tire altogether dis­ 
tinct from oilier Indians, says an a r­ 
ticle on “People of Hie Ostrich” in 
Boys’ life. 
They live in Hie remote 
and almost legendary regions of the 
“land of large feet cd men”—a land, 
Unit like Chili, Peru.

The Tehuelches of Patagonia, that

Straits of .Magellan and the Rio Ne­ 
gro- a territory of over I,ODD miles 
in length and .’UMI at its narrowest.

brave, active, athletic people, won­

horsemen,

with their weapons and Implements, 
who lend a wandering life, and hunt 
the wild cattle, Hie guanacos—anti 
ostriches. 
For Patagonia Is a horn** 
of 
that 
splendid 
bird, 
which 
was 
there ages before men crossed 
its 
path in Hie faraway wilds **f the In­ 
terior. To the Tehuelches, this fine bird 
is as important in their existence as 
the guanaco, for they are a race of 
limiters, and grow but little food for 
themselves. 


Progenitor of the Galosh. 
The greatgrandfather of the galosh 
was the Englishman's Jack hoot, black 
as the leather bottles from which he 
drank his ule—solid and mtpllnlde as 
Iron, square-toed and clumsy.

the purest of Puritans strode the streets 
with this one frivolity of dress flaring 
at Hie tops.
